RUSSIA'S UNCERTAINTY. 


precisely what the situation is in Russia no 
^ne outside that land can say. The news from 
Fetrograd is highly contradictory and not 
:^eatly to be relied on. Enough is known, 
however, to furnish reasonable ground for the 
apprehensions of the allies—and these now in- 
clude the United States. There have been 
turbulent demonstrations against the provi- 
fiipnal government and a threat of the new 
heads of authority to resign, all of which has 
<îpme.in some detail, to be followed by cabled 
aiBuyances that the council of workmen and 
l^oldiers have quieted matters and that all is 
vbU and Russia has no thought of any act of 
perfidy to her allies. 


One thing appears t o be outside the province 
«f ^spute and that is that the Russians are 
4oing little or no fighting, but there is a grow- 
fraternalism among the mass of Slav and 
Teuton soldiers—a condition that it takes no 
strain of fancy to understand the Germans are 
neither reluctant nor slow to promote. The 
^isp^tches Monday set forth how it had been 
îjeçeèsary for General Guerko, Russian com- 
mander-in-chief on the west front of that coun- 
tiy, to proclaim an interdiction t)f it by his 
own soldiers. 


There can be no doubting that the Russians 
are thoroughly war-weary. Their role has 
been chieflly to launch vast masses against the 
enemy when a diversion was needed to re^ 
lieve pressure on the Franco-Belgian f r o n t - 
as for instance while ^'he Verdun ass&ult was 
at its climax. Half armed, poorly munitioned 
and commanded by officers of whom many 
were pro-German, the Slavs-^as fine fighting 
men as ever have stood up to the game of war 
r—have been rushed unto the shambles with a 
reckless disregard of cost in blood possible 
only to a nation whose almost two hundred 
millions of people make men the readiest and 
cheapest resource in war. If the Russians are 
war-weary they have great reason so to be. 
They have been time and again rolled back out 
of East Prussia and-Poland, out of Galicia and 
more latterly out of Rumania. The war has 
been a mere chopping block for them. 


It is not a strange or unnatural thing that 
tl^e, Russians should be in a poor mood for 
further fighting. They have suffered pro- 
digiously. They have just accomplished the 
révolution of their government and society and 
it is not.,to be considered singular that they 
should wish with a great passion to be free of 
the stern compulsions of war and free to set 
about the construction of their democracy 
and to enter into the enjoyment of popular 
politics and freedom to use their voices with- 
out hindrance or dismay. 


' But Russia's work in the war really has on- 
ly begun. Her democracy will have short 
llmft and the liberty of her people but a brief 
ttnur« if the Teutonic allies persuade her to 
^tjudraw a»d perhaps make a trimnph of the 
cuntral powers possible. Russia's only hope 
ot freedom lies in the complete destruction 
of autocracy im Europe, She has so far not 
destroyed her own. It is merely dethroned. 
A German triumph would doubtless restore 
tfec Bomanoffs and if not that might witness 
the coming of a Hohenzollern to Moscow to 
be anointed. 


KESP PROSPERITY CK)INa. 


Except the people of America keep up the 
momentum of business the war will bring upon 
them a great burden. The production of 
wealth must go on or thè war will eat away 
the substance of the wealth we have and leave 
us poor and saddled with the load of a mighty 
"debt.

If all the people of the country were to be- 
giii today to dejiy the?»selves the things to 
which their lives all along have been accustom- 
ed, curtailing natural wants, denying them- 
selves common necessaries and refusing to re- 
plenish in any way, we should have the in- 
dustry aJid business of the country in a com- 
plete state of paralysis within a month.

That will make 
the nation stronger than anything else can 
make it or keep it.

It is required of us on- 
ly that we make the most of them and each 
of them. Normal consumption, rational econ- 
omy and ample food production will insure 
the nation its greatest possible strength, be- 
cause then, despite war, everybody will re- 
main industrious and productive and add i]i 
regular measure to increase of wealth. Wc 
can reproduce wealth faster than the armies 
can expend it. All of us owe it to the brave 
spirits who take the field with arms to keep 
the country at the top-notch of efficiency and 
power. The stronger we shall be able to show 
ourselves in waging the war the shorter the 
war will be and the better we shall come out 
of it. 


W A R B O N D S FOR T H S PHQPLI!. 


The popular sale of war bonds ^viU do more 
good than will conie-of merely aiding the gov- 
ernment ^o finance the great struggle into 
which the nation has been plunged, vast as 
such a service will be. These bonds are to be 
issued in denominations that will bar scarcely 
the poorest among us from some participation 
in this patriotic service and in the benefit of 
an ownership of securities "as good as gold." 


The impulse to do a helpful and patriotic 
thing for the nation in its stress will open to 
thousands a vista of possibilities in the mat- 
ter of saving—of making an investment that 
yields a fair percentage of return. Want of 
thrift is one of the most common of the sins 
of Americans. A modest investment in war 
bonds will teach great numbers who never 
have thought it either possible or of conse- 
quence to lay by something from their in- 
comes, how easy, satisfactory and comfortable 
it is to have saved something.

RECRUITING TEN-DOLIAR BILLS. 


A Suggestion for Bringing Out the Nation's Pocketbook 
Support Our Share in the World's Qreat Wi^. 


to

The first volley fired by the United 
States in the world war will be shot 
out of the pockctbook. 
Every man, 
woman and youth in America who has 
as much as ?25 to spare will be asked 
to subscribe to the $5,000,000,000 loan, 
which congress has authorized. To be 
effective, morally as well as economic- 
ally,, this should be a loan made^ to 
the cause of democracy by the- demo- 
cratic millions of America, 


Bonds will probably be issued in de- 
nominations from $1,000 down to $25, 
and the larger amount subscribed to 
the loan, of course, will be by tho^e 
who buy in thousand dollar denomi- 
nations or multiples thereof. In these 
subscriptions, of course, the multi- 
tudes will 
join 
indirectly, because 
banks, insurance companies and the 
great fmancial houses will utilize the 
funds left in their care by Smith and 
Brown and Strubelmeyer the country 
over. 


But outside the ranks of these in- 
vestors there are hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars possessed by every 
type of citizen, with a margin in ex- 
ce.s.s of daily needs, which will not find 
then- way into the economic arsenals 
of Uncle Sam, 
This will not be be- 
cause these multitudes are less pa- 
triotic than bank depositors and life 
insurance policy holders, but because 
it is difficult or impossible for them, 
under ordinary conditions, to find the 
means of making purchases of bonds. 


That the means can be found, and 
should^ be utilized by the federal gov- 
ernment, seems cleai-, America is en- 
tering a war which ip nearly, if not 
quite, half waged with the power of 
financial resources — 
fighters 
under 
arms and 
fighters 
In 
Industry and 
thrift 
who. 
hy 
toil 
and 
saving^', 
strengthen the economic armament of 
the nation. 


With no anticipation of America's 
part In'the war, or probable need for 
the popular disitiibutlon of its loan, 


a new organization known as the Na- 
tional Thrift Bond corporation of New 
York recently devised a plan for sell- 
ing bond^ in small denominations to 
the hitherto undiscovered investor, aa 
freely and as effectively as the most 
widely consupied commodities of food 
and clothing are now distributed. 


This company, which is Just begin- 
ning the sale of |10 thrift bonds (in 
reality, certificates of interest in city 
and state bond» put in trust,) has al- 
ready developed the machinery of dis- 
tribution in seven thriving American 
cities. The method is to sell through 
regular merchandising channels—gro- 
cery stores, 
dry goods 
stores, drug 
stores, banks, big and little. Industrial 
establishments desirous of providing 
saving facilities for their employes 
and every point of ordinary contact 
with the average plain folks of Amer- 
ica. 


The company is- launching a w d a 
advertising campaign to bring Into the 
Investment field millions of 
doUars 
now Innocent of any opportunity to 
convert themselves Into safe and sound 
interest-bearing securities which the 
people themselves, through their state 
and city governments, put forth in the 
form of bonds. 


The national government can eith- 
er follow the plan that the corpora- 
tion has devised, utlllzinlg the ma- 
chinery 
elaborated 
through 
fpur 
months of active. Intense effort on the 
part of an expert staff of salesmen and 
thrift campaigners, or it can adopt a 
similar plan on a national scope, with 
its own machinery specially devised 
for this purpose. 
The president of 
the National Thrift Bond corporation, 
immediately it became 
known 
that 
there was to be a large Issue of gov- 
ernment securities and that small de- 
nominations 
would 
be 
available, 
placed its plans at th« disposal of Sec- 
retary McAdoo, 


However it is done, the opportunity 
exists to 
recruit millions 
of dollars 
hitherto thoughtlessly spent, or un> 
profitably hoarded, by men and wom- 
en the nation over, who value thrift, 
but have lacked opportunities to prac- 


tice thrift—people potentially as cap- 
able as any in 
the 
land of bearing 
their part in the economic warfare up- 
on which America has embanked.

ently not convinced that the trouble is 
solely a lack of cars. P'or it proposes 
to demand, not only of the railroads, 
but of the operators, that proper serv- 
ice be rendered. 
There should be an 
Investigation of the whole subject to 
the end that the blame be fixed and 
the evil righted. 


Men are already beginning to talk oi 
a coal famine next winter. 
If there 
was not a famine last winter there 
were famine prices. 
Yet there is an 
abundance of coal, and it is said that 
more was mined last year than the 
year before. 
But for some reason it 
did not come into this market in any- 
thing like adequate quantities. It was, 
in many cases, necessary to pay what- 
ever prices the operators demanded, 
without regard to contract. 
The peo- 
ple were helpless. 


This condition of things can not.b© 
allowed to continue 
if 
there is any 
remedy for 
it. 
The 
public service 
commission has large poweis. and it 
will, of course, use them to the limit. 
It seems absurd 
that 
people living 
within 100 miles of rich coal fields 
should be compelled to pay such ex- 
orbitant prices as those with which 
they have been burdened. 
The com- 
mission has no power to fix prices, 
but perhaps the state of Indiana under 
the war power might do something of 
that sort. 
Perhaps an investigation 
will serve to show who is to blame for 
present conditions, 
and 
ajso prove 
that they are without justification. If 
these effects follow they may of them- 
selves have a depressing Influence on 
coal prices. The inquiry may also show 
what is the remedy to be applied. Tha 
action of the commission should ba 
swift, and as drastic as it can be un- 
der the law. This is the most import- 
ant subject now pressing for consider- 
ation.

and 
London 
have been sending war inessages back 
and forth ever since congress declared 
the .state of war. 
But just as 
you 
know it would be more satisfactory to 
sit down and have a face-to-face talk 
with me if we were planning a cainp- 
Ing trip, so it is very m u c h more satis- 
factory for representatives of the E n g - 
lish and French governments to be 
able to sit right down with President 
Wilson and the various other Amer- 
ican officials, and talk over all 
the 
many important matters In which the 
three governments are now so deeply 
intei'ested." 


"The United States is a partner with 
the allies, isn't s h e ? " asked Helen. 


"Yes. in a way," said Uncle Harry. 
"I say 'in a way' for this reason: the 
United States is now one of the allies, 
and yet not an ally in the same way 
that England, F r a n c e and Russia are 
allies, that is, the United States has 
not agreed, as these three 
countries 
have agreed a m o n g themselves, not to 
make a separate peace. 
At the same 
time it is generally believed that the 
United States will remain in the war 
until the end. 
Now then, as we have 
learned f r o m our m a n y other 
talks, 
this war is the biggest 
undertaking 
that the biggest nations of the world 
have ever attempted. 
And now that 
the United States is in it, this country 
is interested 
directly in tlie 
biggest 
financial, 
food supply, army, navy and 
munitions questions 
the 
world 
has 
ever known."

this country 
there 
a r e 
Englishmen 


and minister of justice? the latter po- 
sition corx-esponding 
to 
our United 
States attorney general. 
Mr. Balfour 
is, of course, t h e personal representa- 
tive of King George and the British 
parliament, and M. Viviani is the per- 
sonal I'epresentative of President Poin- 
caré aiid the F r e n c h chamber of depu- 
ties, but with these two have conxe doz- 
ens of militax-y and naval experts, in-? 
eluding Max-shal Joffx'e, t h e 
f a m o u s 
French general, and others w h o are 
experts In finance, food supplies, ti-ansr 
portation and everything 
else 
that 
plays a part in the war. 
These French 
and English experts are meeting Amerr 
icaix officials and experts in similar 
lines, and m a k i n g plans for the most 
effective 
co-operation 
between 
the 
United States and the allies f o r a suc- 
cessful and victorious conduct of the 
w a r . " 


"I guess the officials of the allies' 
govei-nments have had a good many 
of the sairie kind of meetings, haven't 
t h e y ? " asked Joe. 


"Oh my, yes," said 
Uncle 
Harry. 
"English officers have marie a n u m - 
ber of tx-ips to Paris, R o m e and even 
as f a r away as Petrograd, since the 
w a r started. 
Aixd Russiaix and French 
official.s have visited each other's cap- 
itol, and London, as well. 


"It is always more satisfactory, as 
I said a little while ago to talk thiixgs 
over face-to-face, and the more im- 
portant the subject to be 
discussed, 
the more ixeed 
for 
the face-to-face 
ixieetings for conferences. 
I guess you 
remember 
reading 
in 
your 
histox-y 
about Benjamin Franklin being sent to 
F r a n c e during the revolutionary w a r ? " 


"We wex-e reading about t h a t yes- 
terday," said Helen. 


"Well, 
Fianklin, 
even 
as 
fine 
a 
writer as he was, and even if he had 
had the Atlantic cable in his day, could 
not have won the sympathy and as- 
sistance of Fx-ance simply by exchang- 
ing 
messages

But when he met the people 
of France, face-to-face, he was able to 
win Fx-ance to the cause of the Amer- 
ican coloixies. and, as you know,

Beets. - 


Beets a r e fairly hardy and m a y be 
planted quite early in spring. 
A light 
sandy soil is the best f o r them, but 
any well tilled garden soil will raise 
satisfactory crops. 
On hea\rj- ground 
the turnip beet gives best I'esults. 


The seeds are sown in drills f r o m 
twelve to eighteen 
inches apart if 
tilled by hand, or two a n d a half to 
three feet if horse tools a r e to be used. 
The depth should be from one to two 
inches. 
One inch 
would be 
deep 
enough in heavy soils. 
As the plants 
grow they should be thinned to stand 
five or six inches apart. The thinnings 


should be used for greens, root a n d all. 
One ounce of seed should plant a row 
fifty feet long. ' 


To secure small tender roots for late 
use some gardeners m a k e successive 
sowings a t intervals of two or three 
\yeeks until late summer. 
It will be 
necessary to water those planted in 
hot weather. 


The sowing of a, few radish seeds in 
the .'.«.me drill is a n advantage, f o r the 
radishes come up quick and m a r k t h e 
row so that tillage can begin before 
the beets a r e visible. T h e radishes a r e 
removed before t h e 
beets need t h e 
room. 


If the roots a r e to be pulled for early 
use when only partially grown 
they 
will not need so m u c h space. 
A dis- 
tance of f r o m two to four inches in 


the rows will be all that is needed f o r 
them. 


Cliard. 


This is a form 
of beet in which t h e 
foliage develops in place of t h e root. 
The leaves a r e large and m a k e excel- 
lent 
greens 
all 
t h r o u g h 
t h e hot 
weather. 
It is as good a s spinach and 
far more easily cleaned. 
It is planted 
in the same m a n n e r a s other beets, b u t 
the rows should be eighteen 
inches 
a p a r t a s the tops grow so large, a n d 
the plants should be thinned to six or 
eight inches a p a r t a s soon a s large 
enough f o r greens. 
As soon as t h e 
outside leaves have attained full size 
they a r e pulle doff a n d used a s greens. 
If the inner leaves a r e left, they con- 
tinue to produce new foliage, so t h a t 
greens m a y be 
had throughout t h e 
s u m m e r and fall.

AMERICANS CAN 


CHECK U-BOATS 


AVashington, May 8.—Some definite 
developments in the near future may 
be expected fro mtho experiments of 
American 
inventors 
and 
scienti^s 
working on means to combat the sub- 
marine menace. 
This summary of the 
situation was obtained authoritatively 
today 
with 
the 
vi.sit 
of Chairman 
Saunders, of 
the 
naval 
consulting 
board and members of the special 
committee of the board dealing with 
the subject. 


Officials of 
the 
navy department 
most familiar with what is being done, 
frankly stated today that the outlook 
was hopeful. 


"They are getting down to brass 
tacks," was the way one official ex- 
pressed it. 


It was again said by navy offlcials, 
however, that no intimation of plans ^ 
that are being laid would be given out J 
nor the results of further experiments 
be announced whether successful or 
not. 
It is upon the fact that all that 
Is being done seems to be tending to- 
ward certain definite points that the 
belief Is based that a remedy 'or the 
submarine will be found at some not 
distant date. 


W'illiam Bayer, pre.sident of the city 
council, announces that he is heartily 
in favor of the pi'oposed plan of pur- 
chasing more ground for the city col- 
iseum. 
He may bring the matter up 
at the meeting of the council, on Tues- 
day evening, in order to learn 
the 
•sentiment of the other councilmen on 
the subject, he states. 


"There are many things in favor of 
buying more land and delaying the 
building of the coliseum." Mr. Bayer 
said Tuesday. 
"A building could be

SUSPECTED SHIPS HELD AT ST. 


Washington, May 8.—The government is investigating the ac- 


tivities of the steamer Monitowoc and other vessels of the American 
trans-Atlantic company which are said to have carried supplies to 
German submarines in the Atlantic. 


This was disclosed at the navy department today but no details 


of steps taken were given out. 


The American trans-Atlantic company has offices in New York 


and Boston and its ships fly the American flag. 


Officials here will not say what 


had aroused their suspicions, but 
admitted that the ships had been, 
licld" for investigation at 
St. 


Thomas, Virgin islands, by order 
of the navy department. Both the 
state and justice departments 
have been taking part in the in- 
vestigation.

in the sense of the Russia.n peace for- 
mula," it says, "Kussia, Germany and 
Austria-Hungary will stand together. 
How long will America, which is 
pacifist at heart, how long will Britain 
and France resist, this propaganda, es- 
pecially as their populations are suffer- 
ing terribly. 
Is it true—as we sup- 


posed—that we are not driven by lust 
of conquest? If so, the decisive mo- 
ment has conic."

The great human nippers which 


General Haig has forged around the 
southern end of the Droieourt-Queant 
switch line are steadily closing and the 
rolling up of the important section of 
the German defense appears to be a 
matter of a few days. 


The line is the hastily thrown-up 


barrier by Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg. after the more famous line had 
been smashed. Resistance offered by 
the Germans to the British advance 
has centered in their defense of Bulle- 
court. two and one-half miles west of. 
Queant. 


To the south the British have forgod 


well beyond Queant, but have been 
forced to mark time until Bullecourt 
falls. The capture of the village was 
entrusted to 
Australians and these 


hard fighting colonials have almost 
surrounded the German stronghold so 
that its surrender or extinction )s ex- 
pected momentarily. 


The Droecourt-Queant line forms a 


broad salient in the British front, 18 
miles at its top and paralleling the 
Douai-Cambrai line. Droicourt is seven 
miles from Doual and Queant about 
ten miles fi'om Cambraf. 


The crushing in of this salient will 


mean that the German grip on the 
great Lens coal region will be broken 
and the entire German line in north- 
ern France imperilled. 


There are many signs that the Ger- 


mans realize the menace to them and 
the alternating sledge Wows of the 
British and French beneath which 
their choicest troops are being steadily 
driven from position after position. 


News from the western front is not 


being merely suppressed in London, 
but Is being doctored lor the consump- 
tion ot German newspaper readers. 
Discrepancies between German and 
allied 
statements 
are 
apparcntly 


arousing suspicions in some German 
minds at least, and the British news- 
papers are being bombarded with 
questions that their military critics 
seem to find some difficulty in answer- 
ing.There is significance also In the fact 
that the German emperor in the latest 
of his congratulatory telegrams speaks 
of a serious and decisive time, instead 
of exulting over victories, real or im- 
aginary. Apart from France the only 
fighting of significance reported front 
tho war theater is taking place In 
Macedonia.

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BUSSIA'S UNCERTAINTY. 


Precisely -what the situation is in Russia no 


one outside that land can say. The news from 
Petrograd is highly contradictory and not 
-greatly to be relied on. Enough is kncrwn, 
however, to furnish reasonable ground for the 
apprehensions of the allies—and these now in- 
cludes the United States. There have'been 
turbulent demonstrations against the provi- 
sional government and a threat of the new 
•heads of authority to resign, all of -which has 
come in some detail, to be followed by cabled 
^assurances that the council of workmen and 
soldiers have quieted matters and that all is 
inO. and Bussia has no thought of any act of 
iperfidy to her allies. 


On»thingrappears to be outside the province 


«£ dispute and that is that the Russians are 
doing Uttle or no fighting, but there is a grow- 
ing fraternalism among the mass of Slav and 
Teuton soldiers—a condition that it takes no 
strain of fancy to understand the Germans arc 
neither reluctant nor slow to promote. The 
dispatches Monday set forth how it had been 
necessary for General Gnerko, Eussian com- 
xnander-in-chief on the west front of that coun- 
try, to proclaim an interdiction of it by his 
own soldiers. 


There can be no doubting that the Russians 


are thoroughly war-weary. Their role has 
been chieflly to launch vast masses against the 
enemy when a diversion was needed to re- 
lieve pressure on the Franco-Belgian front— 


~as"for instance while *lio Verdun ass&ult was 


at its climax. Half armed, poorly munitioned 
•'attd commanded by officers of whom many 
were pro-German, the Slavs—as fine fighting 
;men as ever have stood up to the game of war 
,—have been rushed unto the shambles with a 
reckless disregard of cost in blood possible 
only to a nation whoso almost two hundred 
millions of people make men the- readiest and 
cheapest resource in war. If the Russians are 
war-weary they have great reason so to be. 
They have been time and again rolled back out 
of East Prussia and Poland, out of Galicia and 
more latterly out of Rumania. The war has 
been a mere chopping block for them. 


It is not a strange or unnatural thing that 


the Russians should be in a poor mood for 
further fighting. They have suffered pro- 
digiously. They have just accomplished the 
revolution of their government and society and 
it is not to be considered singular that they 
should wish with a great passion to be free of 
the stern compulsions of war and free to set 
about the construction of their democracy 
and to enter into the enjoyment of popular 
politics and freedom to use their voices with- 
out hindrance or dismay. 


But Russia's work in the war really has on- 


ly begun. Her democracy will have short 
shrift and the liberty of her people but a brief 
tenure if the Teutonic allies persuade her to 


and perhaps make a triumph of the 


central powers possible. Russia's only hope 
of freedom lies in the complete destruction 
'of autocracy in Europe. She has so far not 
destroyed her own. It is merely dethroned. 
A German triumph would doubtless restore 
the Romanoffs and if not that might witness 
the coming of a Hohenzollern to Moscow to 
be anointed. 


men, abundantly as to both, and great as this 
dual cost may turn out to be keep the nation's 
head above -water all the time. 


It is by keeping at work, the vrhole nation 


throughout, that we shall meet the great drain 
on our resources of wealth and not be strained 
or crippled. It is not our part to save and 
pinch and suffer from the needless rigors of a 
self-imposed denial- Our part is to work aud 
work and work and go on in pursuit of our 
normal ways of living. That will keep indus- 
try and business going to the full apd will en- 
able us to undertake the tremendous financial 
burdens of the war without disturbing pros- 
perity or framing the conditions of a future 
stringency. 


If all the people of the country were to be- 


gin today to deny themselves the things to 
which their lives all along have been accustom- 
ed, curtailing natural wants, denying them- 
selves common necessaries and refusing to re- 
plenish in any way, we should have the in- 
dustry and business of the cpuntry in a com- 
plete state of paralysis within a month. To 
do her full bit in this war America must keep 
her prosperity at high tide. That will make 
the nation stronger than anything else can 
make it or keep it. 


Every factor of a great and abounding 


prosperity is present. It is required of us on- 
ly that we make the most of them and each 
of them. Normal consumption, rational econ- 
omy and ample food production will insure 
the nation its greatest possible strength, be- 
cause then, despite war, everybody will re- 
main industrious and productive and add in 
regular measure to increase of wealth. "We 
can reproduce wealth faster than the armies 
can expend it. All of us owe it to the brave 
spirits who take the field with arms to keep 
the country at the top-notch of efficiency and 
power. The stronger we shall be able to show 
ourselves in waging the war the shorter the 
war will be and the better we shall come out 
of it.

THE COAL SITUATION. 


(Indianapolis News.) 


It Is announced that tho new 


He service commission will «lve Im- 
mediate attention to the coal situa- 
tion, which Is bad. and seems to be 
growing worse. 
There Is plenty" ot 


coal, the question being simply on« ot 
getting It to the consumer In sufficient 
quantities. The commission is appar- 
ently not convinced that the trouble 1* 
solely a lack of cars. For It propose* 
to demand, not only of the railroads, 
but of the operators, that proper serv- 
ice bo rendered. 
There should bo an 


Investigation of the wholo subject to 
the end that the blame be fixed and 
the evil righted. 


Men are already beginning to talk ol 


a coal famine next winter. If there 
was not a famine lost winter there 
were famine prices. Yet there Is an 
abundance of coal, and It is said that 
more was mined last year than the 
year before. But for some reason It 
did not come into this market In any- 
thing like adequate quantities. It was. 
In many cases, necessary to pay what- 
ever prices the operators demanded, 
without regard to contract. The peo- 
ple were helpless. 


This condition ot things can not be 


allowed to continue it there is any 
remedy for 
It. The public service 


commission has largo powers, and It 
will, of course, use them to the limit. 
It seems absurd 
that people living 


within 100 miles of rich coal flelda 
should be compelled to pay such ex- 
orbitant prices as those with which 
they have been burdened. The com- 
mission has no power to fix prices, 
but perhaps the state of Indiana under 
the war power might do something ot 
that sort. Perhaps an investigation 
will serve to show who is to blame for 
present conditions, and 
also provo 


that they are without justification. If 
these effects follow they may of them- 
selves have a depressing Influence on 
coal prices. The inquiry may also show 
what is the remedy to be applied. Tho 
action of the commission should be 
swift, and as drastic as it can be un- 
der the law. This Is 'the most Import- 
ant subject now pressing for consider- 
ation.

ican officials, and talk over all the 
many Important matters in which the 
three governments are now so deeply 
interested." 


"Tho United Slate* i* a partner with 


the allies. Isn't she?" asked Helen. 


"Yes. In a way," said Uncle Harry. 
"I say 'In a way' for this reason: tho 
United States Is now one of tho allies, 
and yet not tin ally in tho same way 
that England, Franco and Russia are 
allies, that is, tho United States has 
not agreed, as these three countries 
have agreed among themselves, not to 
make a. separate peace. At tho same 
time it is generally believed that the 
United States will remain In the war 
until the end. Now then, as wo have 
learned from our many other talks.

plays a part In the war. These French 
and Engllth experts are meeting Amer- 
ican officials and experts in similar 
lines; and making plans for the most 
affective co-operation 
between .the 


United States and tho allies for a suc- 
cessful and victorious conduct of the 
war." 
"I guess the officials of tho allies' 


governments have had a good many 
of the same kind of meetings, haven't 
they?" asked Joe.

"English officers have made a num- 
ber of trips to Paris. Rome and even 
a* far Away as Petrograd, alnca the 
war started- And Russian anil French 
officials have visited each other's cap-

But when he met tho people 
of France, faco-to-faco, he was able to 
win France to tho cause of tho Amer- 
ican colonies, and. as you know. It 
was largely through the help given by 
France that Washington and tho 
colonists won the revolutionary war 
and freedom from England."

Beets, a Crop That is Easy to Cultivate and Yields Well. 


(Another of a series of articles edited 


by the committee on publicity and in- 
formation of the National Food Relief 
union. Fort Wayne branch. This ar- 
ticle by Maude Gaskins.) 


Beets- 


Beets are fairly hardy and may be 


planted quite early in spring. A light 
sandy soil is the best for them, but 
any well tilled garden soil will raise 
satisfactory crops. 
On heavy ground 


the turnip beet -gives best results. 


The seeds are sown in drills from 


twelve to eighteen 
inches apart if 


tilled by hand, or two and a half to 
three feet if horse tools are to be used. 
.The depth should be from one to two 
inches. 
One inch' would be deep 


enough in heavy soils. As the plants 
grow they should be thinned to stand 
five or six inches apart. The thinnings 


should be used for greens, root and all. 
One ounce of seed should plant a rov.- 
fifty feet long. 


To secure small tender roots for late 


use some gardeners make successive 
sowings at intervals of two or three 
weeks until late summer. 
It will be 


necessary to water those planted in 
hot v.-eather. 


The sowing of a few radish seeds in 


the tmn-.e drill is an advantage, for the 
radishes come up quick and mark the 
row so that tillage can begin before 
the beets are visible. The radishes are 
removed before the 
beets need the 


room. 


If the roots are to be pulled for early 


use when orily partially grown they 
will not need so much space. A dis- 
tance of from two to four inches in 


the rows will be all that is needed for 
them. 


Clturd. 


This is a form of beet in which the 


foliage develops in place of the root. 
The leaves are large and make excel- 
lent greens all through 
the hot 


weather. It is as good as spinach and 
far more easily cleaned. It is planted 
in the same manner as other beets, but 
the rows should be eighteen inches 
apart as the tops grow so large, and 
the plants should be thinned to six or 
eight inches apart as soon as large 
enough for greens. 
As soon as the 


outside lea%-es have attained full size 
they are pulle doff and used as greens. 
If the inner leaves are left, they con- 
tinue to produce new foliage, so that 
greens may be had throughout the 
summer and fall.

In 485 cases assist- 
ance of some kind wa.s rendered and 
in 223 cases no aid was given because 
either there was no need, the appli- 
cant refused to comply with the con- 
ditions of the proffer, or by reason of 
habits and imposture was not deserv- 
ing. 
Of 42 instances in which men 


were offered work through which to 
secure groceries, clothing, etc., 20 ac- 
cepted, and of 12 women given the 
same opportunity, fi accepted.

Modern Work of Red Cross 


Is Explained by Dr. 


Bruggemaru
